No man in possession ' of liia sonst s 
can possibly bo oblivious to Ibo fnot 
tbat Biitisli Columbia wants a ne-sv 
fiscal system— that tlio prosont fiimu- 
oial basis is false and rott en. The 
total amount of revenuo is not lar^o. 
Perhaps taxation is bux-dcnsoine less 
because of the aggregate amount than 
oa account' of its its inequitable nature, 
—falling chiefly upon the few 
and these few often least able 
to bear it. There seems no reason 
to ' doubt that a wisely and well-di- 
gested fiscal polcy which would.while 
embracing all classes and interests,fall 
inequitably or oppressively upon none, 
produce even more revenue than is ob- 
tained at present, and with infinitely 
greater satisfaction to the tax-pay ei . 
We would not bo understood as cvt'ii 
in the remotest degree suggesting n\ore 
revenue. We are amongst those who 
believe that the present revenue ought 
to be ample for all the ordinary wants 
of the country, PROVIDED ALWAYS that it 
were judiciously and economically ad- 
ministered. More of it must, however, 
be available for legitimate public pur- 
poses, useful and reproductive woils, 
— less of it gobbled up by a bloated 
and for the most part useless Execu- 
tive. People don't grudge paying 
taxes 80 much when they have tangi- 
ble ovidonco that the country is re- 
ceiving good value in the form of sub- 
stantial improvements. But when it 
all and more than all (wo S])cak of the 
Provincial rcTcnue proper) goes to 
keep up the "dignity" of IMinistois 
and defray the expense of the p\il)lic 
eervieo, and nothing to show for itjvt 
evem common civility, it is not sur- 
prising that the "common pcojile, " 
as Ministers insolently term tliom.sboiiid 
begin to ques.ion the utility of liaii:ig a 
Government At all, Quite cort.iiii it is 
tha^the people don't waut so mucii Gov- 
ernment of the kind it is. But, to return 
to oiir subject: the country wants a new 
basis of taxation. It expected tliat sucii 
would have been one of the very lirst 
fruits of Responsiljle Govorninciit. 'I'hc 
first llespoiiiible Minihtry did nut, l)o^Y• 
aver, venture to touch it. Tho Becoiul 
■were content with iutonsifyingtho griev- 
ance by piling up fresh tiuation upon the 
false basis. The Preuiior (.'onLf luloii 
> it was a necaasity, for, siiid ho, "liug(> 
salaries are necessary to keep up tlu) (iii^- 
nity of Miuialers, and many AliniHtnrs 
are essential to a stronj Government." 
Tbo puoplo linTO had ample opportunity 
of judging what ndrantnga "digniliod 
Ministers and a strong Government" are 
likely to be to the country. It is i)os- 
sible that some attempt -VTill be 
made during the coming so.isiou 
to frame a new fiscal system, bntwedoutit 
the courage of the Mini-stry. "Ws still 
more doulit their ability to grapple auc- 
csssfuUy with the subject. Oh! wo had 
forgotten that there is a "Minister of 
Finance." How unpardonable on our 
part to have overlooked tho fact. Why, 
ho is "juit the cheese" — we l)og hia 
pardon, — precisely the pnrty for tlio nc- 
casion. Doubtless ho will como down 
with his budget on a bran n«\T b[l.^is, and 
we feel quit* aur* that it rrill be intro- 
duced in a speech which, for abilit.v,i)itli 
and statesmanship, will courince all that 
"he is the man for Qalwaj." Thus ends 
our article — all written just as if there 
were no "Miuistor of I'innucc." We feci 
ashamed of onr fovi^ctfuiness.

At Buck's Bar flour 
is abont 559 a barrel and everything else 
in projiortiou.

Vol'antoer Meeting- 

A consiJorablo number of citizens an- 
swered tlie sammous of Capt. Rosooo last 
oreniuf to confer npon the raising of a 
m ilitia for this Province. A goodly num- 
ber of the members of tho old corps were 
present, amongst whom were Lieut. J. 11. 
Turner und Moasrs. Alaopp, AVolfondon, 
Vintor, Butior, Homfray,|MaIhuidaine, 
and Capt. Doveraux, 

Capt. Koscoo took tho Chair, Deputy 
Adjutuut-G»neral Houghton being acuoui- 
modatod with a seat on tho platform. Tho 
meeting commenced by the Chairman ex- 
plaining that the ohl Corps hud now come 
to an ond, that in 18C9 there was'a debt 
dns by it of -S-OOO for which tho ollicors 
were responaiblo, but which was now 
happily jmid off, and in place of it there 
was $VM) to tho credit of the Corps. The 
orticors of the old Corps had baen recog- 
nized by Col. Houghton and ho had^iro- 
]}osed to take the whole Corps over in a 
body; but the ollicars liad eipr«s.'<ed a 
wiali to resign and give tho numerous now 
comer.s that wore expected ■ chaiicu to 
elect their own ollicers, and to tliis s.chomo 
Col. Houghton had given bis adhesion. 
Ho explained that tha 10 days drill in 
oarau, heretofore required in Canada, 
woulil not 1)0 exacted here, Ool. Hough- 
ton having explained to tho authorities in 
Canada tiiat the condition of alTairs hers 
woulil scarcely allow of such regulations 
being carried out, and everything would 
bo douo to render the drill as eji.'^y as pos- 
sible. Militiamen will not be called up- 
on to servo on juriss, and amongst other 
inducomonti to join must not bo forgotten 
the chances of winning prizes at the 
shooting matches, and also that of being 
«>dfictod to represent the Province at 
Wimbledon. 

Col. Houghton rose and said ho h.id 
comfi tliere to aiiawcr any question tliat 
might l>o a.sked, but ho would talio tiii> 
opportunity of oxprossing hia sense of 
the honor placed upon him by his ap- 
pointment of Doputy Adjutant-General of 
tliB Prorinco, ond would also say thot 
howovar niiich ho might bo gratified by 
receiving tlia respect duo his position, ho 
would not bo aatislied uuloss he firlt that 
ho was likewise regarded by all as a friend. 
Ho had received orders to organize I2'il) 
for the Province; Victoria to furnisli lUO. 
Alluding to dipt. Roscoo's remarks iibout 
tlio elociioii of oilioers, hosnid ho_ agreed 
to tho i>ropo3ition and promised to use 
Iiis iiilluonco to have such election cou- 
firnioil if tlie api)ointcoB were suitable for 
tho rank to which they might be elected. 
Ho had represented, when in Canada, tho 
diflcroncc between thin country and that, 
and could promise that the regulations 
would, bo modifiod so "as to suit 
tho special requirements of our case. 
Ho then niudo a stirring ai)i)eftl to tho 
young men of tho community to join tlie 
corps, and after alluding to tho subject 
of tho drill hall and saying that ho 
thought that was .settled, aa tho Provin- 
cial Government would grant the laud, 
concliulnd his speech by warning all 
ihose who might join not to bo led away 
by the pleasure of wearing n uniform as 
ho wished them to roiueuihor that they 
Tvero now to bo soldiers in earnest. 

Lieut, -Colonel Houghton, in answer to 
•nquirios, stated tiiat iu tho event of any 
u<an wishing to try his luck at the mluos 
tho Captain would have power to grant 
leave of absence from drills, but would 
expect such drilU to bo nuido up by extra 
attendance on rot urn. Forty riuiiul? of 
ammunition per man would bo pvoviilcii 
and extra rounds could bo bought .it IIh; 
rato of S'2i jjor thousand, 

Tho uniform of privates would be free; 
ofUcors to find their own uniforms. 

Ca[)t. Koscoe hero gave a sketch as to 
thainiiuuer in which he woull crirry on 
tha drill, each miunber boiiig lotpiired to 
drill onco a foit-iight tlirougliout tli.- 
year. There would be a few guiird-ilnys, 
also, days for shooting, which woiiKl 
count as drills. The inspection would be 
on Dominion Dayi- Five dollars wouM 
bo the fin« for absence from drill without 
good cause.

Hay ward said that he would be 
sorry if tho citizens should rof use to aacuro 
a Hull when real estate was cheap. He 
would ask the Mayor if the Councillors 
were not unanimous in tha passage of tho 
By-law.
